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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oh 
(5,959,904). 

Oh (Fig. 3) disclose an repair fuse box comprising a plurality of fuse boxes (210) 
arranged in a longitudinal direction, signal connecting fuses (250) arranged in 
each side portion of outermost fuses of the fuses, a metal line (node K), wherein 
the signal connecting fuse is not cut under repair. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

4. Seo (4,829,480) disclose a fuse box having a master fuse (Fig.4). 

5. Roh (5,325,334) discloses a redundant column circuit having fuse boxes.
